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2020 was a tough year. 


Football, like everyone and every aspect 
of our community, dealt with the never 
previously experienced circumstances and 
impact of the global COVID-19 virus. It was 
avery, very different and challenging year 
with severe disruption manifested across 
football and all sports, business, industry 
and government; as well as within our 
families and broader community. 


As a state sporting organisation, we 
undertook our civic duty as a responsible 
citizen to do everything within our 
purview and control to contribute to the 
community's collective efforts to deal 
with the crisis. In an organisational and 
operational context, the Football South 
Australia board’s priority was focused on 
navigating through the uncertainty and 
ensuring the sustainability of the sport, 
our organisation and that of our clubs and 
associations, so that when we emerged 
from the pandemic, we would be ready 
to respond to the wishes and need of our 
community, to get our girls and boys and 
all players, playing football again. 


At the outset of COVID-19, the FSA 

framed its decision making against the 

key principles of putting people and the 
community first and ensuring it acted in their 
best interests, and the interests of sport. 


Vital pillars in our response were to act 
prudently, strategically, decisively and 
with confident leadership, to adapt and 
deal with the social and financial effects 
of COVID-19 and to absorb some of that 
impact and to mitigate or where possible, 
insulate our game to survive the crisis. 


We acted to pull our football community 
together and focused on football’s most 
vulnerable areas, putting in place a survival 
plan with strong attention on reducing and 
controlling our costs, while still being able 
to operate at a high-level. Football SA put 
in place appropriate protective measures, 
particularly around the organisation's 
balance sheet and its on-going financial 
sustainability, including by way of an 
immediate and significant reframing of 

the organisation’s staff resources and 
operational budget to guarantee business 
continuity; and in successfully advocating 
with the state government to support a 
substantial relief funding package. 


The audited financial statements with this 
Annual Report serve to inform you of the detail 
of our 2020 financial state. | commend the 
excellent performance of our management, 
particularly CEO Michael Carter and GM 
Business Services, Steven Ireland; and guided 
and overseen by the expertise of the Board 
and Finance Committee, in delivering a 
strong result for football. 


Everyone was touched and affected by 
COVID-19 but as a community we all come 
together to respond to those challenges 
and adjust and adapt as best as possible. 


It is said that as a state, South Australia 
performed very well in managing and 
dealing with the unique circumstances of 
our times. 


Insofar as the sporting sector, | can say with 
confidence that the football community in 
South Australia led the way for community 
and semi-professional sports and this is a 
credit to the leaders in the game at club 
and association level. 


An important platform for the sport’s 
recovery, was the assistance provided 

to the football community to cushion 
the financial impact felt by every club 
and association. More than $850,000 in 
relief was provided by way of the State 
Government's contribution of $490,000 
— which we are all very grateful for - and 
Football South Australia’s $360,000. 


The financial relief package provided 
our football community with meaningful 
and material support, giving additional 
confidence in our collective efforts of 
rebooting the sport. 


Participation numbers all but recovered 
following the forced March to end of 
June shutdown. The resilience and 
determination of our community shone 
through and we were able to extend our 
regular season dates to ensure that all 
players had the opportunity to enjoy the 
sport they love. 


The work undertaken over recent years to 
improve our sporting infrastructure was a 
contributing factor in being able to extend 
our senior competitions until the end of 
November. The capacity for football to 

do this is unmatched amongst SA state 
sporting bodies. 


The Leagues were again exceptionally 
tightly contested. It seems we say this every 
year, however 2020 was one to remember. 


A perfect illustration of this was the WNPL 
grand final where Metro United came from 
fourth in the Home and Away season, to 


beat the highly fancied Adelaide City 2 - ] 
in what was a thrilling contest. 


The State League | and 2 promotional 
positions and finals series were not 
decided until the final round of the year, 
while the NPL Premiers and finals make-up 
also went down to the final minutes of the 
final round. 


The 2020 finals series delivered on its 
promise to be a high-quality affair and 
while the respective Premiers deserved 
early favouritism, any of the top 6 in each of 
the three leagues could have taken out the 
championship. 


The NPL Grand Final saw Campbelltown 
City claim their third successive NPLSA 
League title, with a resounding 3-1] win to 
Adelaide Comets under the Friday night 
lights of Coopers Stadium. This game 
marked the first time Coopers Stadium 
had seen any action since mid-March. 
Sturt Lions secured promotion to the 
National Premier League having defeated 
White City 2-0 in front of a sell-out crowd 
at VALO Football Centre; and Eastern 
United overcame Adelaide Cobras ina 
hard-fought win to be crowned 2020 State 
League 2 Champions. 


The virtual awards, whilst not in its 
traditional format, recognised the team 
and personal achievements of the 2020 
season. Congratulations to all winners, 
including NPL Adelaide Comets’ Allan 
Welsh being awarded his 3rd Sergio Melta 
Medal, Croydon Kings’ Domenic Costanzo 
awarded the John Aloisi Rising Star; WNPL 
Salisbury Inter’s Maria Jose Rojas being 
awarded the Shirley Brown Medal for 
Player of the Year and Football SA NTC's 
Jonti Fisher - Female Rising Star. 


We can never thank enough, the thousands 
of the game's volunteers who ensure 

their clubs and associations provide 

a safe and enjoyable environment for 
players, spectators, and club officials. Your 
contribution is so much appreciated. 
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also express our thanks to our referees 
who contributed to our return to play 
hrough a reduction in their payments 

or 2020 across a range of Football SA 
competitions; and thanks to the players for 
hey are the reason our competitions exist, 
and for the entertainment and enjoyment 
hat they have given us, and continue to 
give us all. 


Our gratitude to the State Government, 
and Premier Steven Marshall, and Sports,

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CEO’S REPORT 
MICHAEL CARTER 


Many plans for the 2020 season were 
shelved due to COVID-19, however as 

an organisation and code we achieved a 
great deal in a very disruptive year. Words 
that come to mind to describe 2020 are 
challenging, uncertain, resilient, teamwork, 
understanding and patience. The 

football community showed all of these 
characteristics and rebounded from our 
temporary closure to complete a full season 
of fixtures in our senior men’s competition 
and a slightly reduced season in our 
women, girls’ and boys’ competitions. The 
leaders within our clubs and associations 
were extremely accommodating as we 
navigated our way through the uncertainty 
COVID-19 presented. 


One group that were pivotal to achieving 
a return to matches were the players, 
coaches, and referees. Their absolute 
dedication to the game was outstanding 
and showed how much participating in 
regular organised activities meant to the 
group. For seniors many had been training 
and playing for over 12 months and that 
was extremely tough on the playing group. 
To complete a full season was a significant 
achievement for the game. Participant 
numbers for Football SA coordinated 
competitions increased by 4% compared 
to 2019 figures which was quite an 


outstanding result and one not replicated 
by any other state sporting body. 


Financially Football South Australia 
performed well and were able to support 
clubs and associations with important 
funding from the South Australian State 
Government and a significant cash 
contribution from our balance sheet. This 
funding assisted the football community 
reboot activities ensuring we returned 

to play. On behalf of the entire football 
community, | thank and commend our 
Premier, Steven Marshall, Treasurer Rob 
Lucas and Minister for Recreation Sport and 
Racing Corey Wingard for support showed 
to the game of Football in the state. 


In 2020 we welcomed Coopers Brewery 
to our growing list of corporate partners. 
The iconic brand signed a 3 year 
agreement and became a major partner 
of the organisation and the National 
Premier League's SA competition. Football 
South Australia is very fortunate to have 

a great group of corporate partners who 
all remained loyal to the organisation 

in such uncertain times, and this had a 
profound positive impact on our financial 
performance for the year. Pleasingly we 
were able to bring Government, corporate 
partners and club officials together at the 
NPL Grand Final held at Coopers Stadium 
on Friday 27 November. | would like to 
congratulate all grand final winners and 
award winners in their respective grades. 
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The 2023 FIFA Women’s World Cup 

is set to be hosted by Australia and 

New Zealand. FIFA and FA delegates 
embarked on a national tour of potential 
host cities in 2020 and South Australia 
put its best foot forward in outlining why 
Adelaide would be a great city to host 
one of the largest events in the world. 
The focus of the bid was on legacy for 
the code in the state and our collective 
commitment to make profound change. 
The announcement of the successful bid 
would be known in 2021. 


The management team at Football South 
Australia performed extremely well and 
were a great support. The year was an 
absolute roller coaster for the entire 
team of staff. There were many difficult 
conversations throughout the year as we 
managed our finances and operations, 
however, | could not be prouder of the 
group. The quality of work produced was a 
credit to all involved. 


| would like to acknowledge and thank the 
Board of Directors led by President Sam 
Ciccarello. The guidance and support 
provided to the team was outstanding. We 
should all be very proud of the organisation 
and performance of the code. All clubs and 
associations are to be applauded for their 
commitment to the game. | have a sense 
that we will be stronger post 2020. 


AN UPDATE ON KEY 
INFRASTRUCTURE SB@IECTS 


Our infrastructure development program 
continued despite COVID-19. The regional 
facility in Mt Barker continued to progress 

and is shaping up to be one of the best 
purpose-built facilities for Football in the State. 
Strategically this is a very important location for 
the code and with the continued and projected 
growth in population, football participation is 
set to prosper. 


The Richardson Reserve development for 
Modbury Vista also progressed well with works 
to the 3-story building well underway. The two- 
pitch facility was operational early in 2020 and 
feedback from players has been very positive. 
The club is very well placed to become a force 
in the north east in years to come. 


In partnership with the Pt Adelaide Enfield 
Council and Croydon Kings FC, Football South 
Australia will project manage the exciting 

new development at Regency Oval following 
the extension of South Road. The $7 million 
project commenced late in 2020 and we 

all look forward to watching the two-pitch 
facility complete with car parking and major 
clubrooms evolve in 2021. making their 
traditional home at Polonia Reserve unusable. 


One of the most exciting projects for the code 
is the State Centre for Football. Pleasingly, 
building works have been awarded to Built 
Environs with works set to start early in 2021. 
The State Government have committed a 
further $5 million towards the project making 
the centre a $24 million facility for the code. 


The club infrastructure program has been a 
very successful program that has unlocked 
substantial funding for the code. Football South 
Australia is committed to its continuation and 
we will work with Federal, State and Local 
Governments to unlock further funding to 
support our continued goal to improve the 
experience of our stakeholders. An update to 
the Facility Infrastructure Development Plan was 
planned for 2020, however the project was 
shelved due to COVID-19. The project will be 
reinstated in 2021.

NATIONAL PREMIER LEAGUE 
(NPL) AND STATE LEAGUE 1 
AND 2 COMPETITIONS 


The thirty-six Senior Men’‘s Clubs 
competed across three divisions: twelve 
teams competing in the National Premier 


League (NPL), twelve teams in State League 
1 and twelve teams in State League 2. 


The NPL, State League 1 and 2 Grand Finals 
were played across three nights. After a 
season that lasted almost ten months from 
start to finish thanks to the pandemic, we 
finally saw football played at Coopers 
Stadium after 271 days in a standalone NPL 
Grand Final on Friday, 11 December 2020. 


In the NPL, 22 rounds of home and away 
fixtures were played. At the end of the 
home and away season, Adelaide Comets 
claimed the League Premiership for the 
first time in the club's history. It was a tight 
run home with just 3 points separating the 
top 3, Campbelltown City finishing in 2nd 
place and MetroStars finishing in 3rd place. 


Campbelltown City claimed their third 
successive NPLSA Champions title, 
conquering Adelaide Comets for the second 


time in as many seasons with a resounding 
3-] win under the Friday night lights at 
Coopers Stadium. A crowd of 3,212 came 
through the gates to watch the first match at 
Coopers Stadium in almost 12 months.

At the conclusion of the State League 1 
home and away season, South Adelaide 
bounced back from relegation from the 
NPL last season and were crowned League 
Premiers, gaining promotion back into the 
NPL for 2021 with a dominating season 
thanks to a record 34 goals from Golden 
Boot winner, Jonathon Rideout.

In the State League 2 competition, 
Adelaide Cobras were crowned League 
Premiers after an electric second half of the 
season, jumping up the table to finish just 
two points ahead of Eastern United and 
securing the automatic promotion to State 
League 1. The Preliminary Final between 
Eastern United and Gawler Eagles was a 
tense affair, with Eastern United coming 
away victors and with it, promotion to State 
League | and a ticket to the Grand Final.

The 2021 Senior Men's Competition 
Structure will remain unchanged and will 
consist of 12 teams in each division.

A 108th 
minute goal by 2020 Football SA Life 
Member inductee, Donna Cockayne, 
ensured that Metro would play in the big 
dance against Adelaide City. 


The 2020 WNPL Grand Final saw reigning 
champions, Adelaide City, take on the 
Finals Series surprise team of Metro United. 
Metro showed their Finals Series strength 
in the weeks prior, however it was proven 
to be an exciting match-up, given Metro 
United had been the only team to beat 
Adelaide City, back in Round 1. A sell-out 
crowed came down to the VALO Football 
Centre to watch what was a great match. 
Adelaide City took the lead thanks to a 
28th Minute goal by Daniela Di Bartolo, 
however Metro went to new heights in the 
second half, with a 63rd minute Stockdale 
goal, and 70th minute Eleanor Bills goal 
capping off an unbelievable Finals Series 
campaign and be crowned 2020 Women’s 
National Premier Leagues SA Champions. 


The 2020 WNPL also included the 2nd 
annual Mitise Pre-Season Cup, proudly 
presented by Mitise Health and Fitness.

COMMUNITY & 
JUNIOR GIRLS 


The 2019 Women’s season saw an increase 
of 10% in team numbers on 2020, with 

190 teams across 56 clubs. The Junior girls 
season saw a total of 65 teams across 8 
leagues between Under 13’s —- Under 17's, 
a 10% in team numbers from 2019. Girls 
only MiniRoos teams again grew in 2020, 
with a total of 45 teams across U7, U9 and 
U1] age groups, with a total 25% increase

in Girls MiniRoos teams from 2019. It is 
great to see many clubs showing great 
commitment to the development of girl's 
football, beginning with the MiniRoos 
aged players. 


Football SA worked with many clubs 
throughout the season to grow the Junior 
Girls season.

JUNIOR PREMIER & 
STATE LEAGUES 


The first competitive fixtures of the 2020 
Junior Premier and Junior State League 
seasons commenced on 15 March, pre- 
COVID, with one round of matches being 
played prior to the postponement of all sport. 


After much consultation, modified trainings 
and schedules the 2020 season was able 
to recommence in the last weekend of June. 
The football season adapted accordingly, 
with the majority of leagues being 
formatted to split into top and bottom 
halves after one full round of matches 
against each respective team to ensure the 
late September/early October conclusion. 


Post COVID, witnessed a slight decrease 
in participation due to a small number of 
teams being removed in the Junior State 
League and MiniRoos. This year the JPL 
had a decrease of 10 teams, the JSL had 

an increase of 7 teams while the MiniRoos 
retained the same amount as 2019. Across 
all junior boys’ leagues there was a total 

of 6O1 teams registered in Football SA 
competitions which was comprised of 73 
leagues. These leagues ranged from Under 
6's through to the Under 17’s. 


2020 provided many challenges but also 
brought with it many highlights, including 
the introduction of new clubs in Football SA 
junior competitions. We welcomed three 
new clubs to the Junior State League. Ghan 
City Kilburn FC with their U14’s and U15's, 
McLaren Districts with their U13’s, U15’s and 
U16's and Salisbury Inter with Under 12 boys, 
their first junior boys teams to complement 
their girls, women’s and amateur teams. 


Despite the disruption during the season 
the Junior Premier and State Leagues 
comprised of a minimum of 12 matches 
through to 18, in addition a midweek Junior 
Cup Competition was provided to those 
clubs who nominated, culminating in finals 
on Monday 5 October 2020. 


2020 SPORTSPOWER

This year’s Junior Cup competition 
commenced during the July school holidays 
and was scheduled as midweek fixtures 

for every round to allow as many league 
fixtures as possible to still be played. The 
ability to schedule a cup competition 

in association with all of the clubs was a 
notable achievement and the cup finals day 
was the perfect ending to a complicated 
season for players, coaches, match officials, 
club delegates, volunteers and parents. 


As the junior cup this year was nomination 
only, each age group had one less round of 
matches with Under 12 —Under 16's having 
five rounds and Under 17's four rounds. 
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The cup finals started ona relatively cool 
morning on the 5th of October at VALO 
Football Centre. This year’s final was sure to 
be like no other, due to COVID restrictions 
VALO had to be split into two venues. 
Throughout the day plenty of people came 
through the gates, with the attendance 
reaching almost 2000 people. 


The day entailed 6 Sportspower Zorich Junior 
Cup Finals kicking off at 9:00am, with two 
matches being played concurrently on the 
two synthetic pitches.

MINIROOS 


Each year the Miniroos numbers have 
been growing exponentially as players are 
becoming increasingly eager to play the 
game from a young age. Despite COVID, 
the initial numbers were up for all the age 
groups, U6 through to U11. Throughout 
the extended season there were a few 
withdrawals from the competition with the 
end number being the same as last year 
with 333 teams in total. 


This year there were Gala days organised, 
however due to COVID the four Gala 

days that were scheduled for the year had 
to be cancelled. The initial season was 
scheduled for 20 rounds from late March to 
mid-September with 3520 fixtures across 
35 leagues. The revised season consisted 
of 14 rounds from early June to the end of 
September and was comprised of 2441 
fixtures across 35 leagues. 


This season there were two new clubs that 
entered the MiniRoos competition: Pontian 
Eagles and Salisbury United. The two clubs 


brought in a total of four teams to their 
respective leagues. 


The MiniRoos program is an essential 
pathway for clubs to further their junior 
programs and provide them with the 
foundations of football from the grass 
roots. The MiniRoos program has proven to 
help clubs establish a sound base to their 
junior teams through the focus on learning 
fundamental new skills, being active and 
making life-long friends. 


JUNIOR COACHING FORUM 


The 2020 junior coaching forum was 
altered as online forum to engage as 
many people as possible. 93 registered 
for the forum with a total of 62 joining the 
discussion on Monday 23 March 2020. 
The junior coaching forum focused on 
the role of the Junior Coach and what 
influences they have across players, 
parents, and the sport in general.

- Laws of the Game Updates 
- The Coaching Pathway 
- Player and Parent Behaviour 
- Scenarios faced by coaches 
- Coach Education

Football SA was thrilled to the launch of 
the Football SA E-Series in March 2020. 
With the outbreak of COVID-19 resulting 

in all Football Activity being suspended in 
arch, Football SA ran a series of online 
FIFA 20 competitions across Xbox One and 
PlayStation 4 platforms in a bid to engage 
with participants across the state. 


Football SA received 194 registrations, 134

A COVID-19 effected season saw a total 
of 322 registered match officials across 
South Australia. 


Football SA match officials continued to 
service many of the affiliated association 
competitions in 2020. Football SA covered 
95.7% of fixtures with a registered match 
official in 2020. In addition to Football SA 
administered competitions, match officials 
were appointed to the Collegiate Soccer 
League, SA Masters League, School Sports 
SA, Limestone Coast Soccer Association 
and Riverland Soccer Association. Football 
SA would like to thank those affiliated 
competitions for their support and focus on 
match official development in 2020. 


National Referee Training Programs 
continued to be delivered across the 
state, including metropolitan Adelaide, 
Adelaide Hills, Port Pirie, Riverland and 
Mount Gambier. A total of 125 Referees 
participated in a Level 4 Referee Course 
across the state, while 36 existing match 
officials upgraded their accreditation, 
furthering their own knowledge and 


education. 12 people participated in the 
Futsal Laws of the Game Course increasing 
the number of Referees available for Social 
Futsal Leagues around the state. 


In 2020 the Referee Mentor Program 
continued as a key retention strategy, 
providing new referees with a qualified 
referee mentor for the start of their referee 
journey. 12 mentors supported by other 
Football SA referee coaches operate in the 
metropolitan area supporting community 
match officials. 


2020 saw the creation of the Football SA 
Referee Academy with the aim to provide 
promising and dedicated young match 
officials with the opportunity to receive 
specialised training and coaching. 19 
participants were selected as part of the 
Academy and were exposed to 9 sessions 
covering differing topics including a 
session with an NPL Head Coach designed 
to help younger referees’ transition to 
senior Football. 


Bendigo Bank Community Referee of the 
Month and Community Referee of the 
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Year allowed Football SA to acknowledge 
community match officials that go far and 
beyond what is expected at their level. 
William Heinrich (July) was the inaugural 
Community Referee of the Month winner 
with Nick Babadainis (August) and Antonio 
Fedele (September) also receiving the 
award. Adelaide Hills based and October 
Community Referee of the Month winner

COACHING & DEVELOPMENT 


EDUCATION THROUGH 
FOOTBALL 


Football SA has designed a football 
specific education program that targets 
year 9-12 students predominately in 
specialise sport schools. This program 
allows participants who are disengaged 
with the curriculum the opportunity to use 
football as a tool to re-engage themselves 
with their education. 


Football SA will work with two schools 
who will deliver the Football SA Education 
Through Football program in 2021: 


- Banksia Park International High School 
- Cardijn College 


As part of the SACE Stage 2 Integrated 
Learning subject, each student will have 
to complete 60 hours of work in the 
community for their workplace practices. 
This will involve being game leader/ 
referees and coaching in local affiliated 
associations. As a result of this Football SA 
will be able to provide resources (students) 
to associations to increase their number 
of coaches/referees. Once the Education 
Through Football program is officially 
underway, we will see approximately 550- 
600 new referees in the state as well as 
550-600 new coaches. 
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BEDFORD COMMUNITY LEAGUE 


The second season of the Bedford 
Community League was a success again 
his year with registrations nearly doubling 
off the back of the success of last year’s 
inaugural inclusive football competition. 


ore than 60 players representing 6 teams 
ook to the field in the first round of fixtures.

Bedford, One Culture and United Abilities 
all returned this season, with United 
Abilities expanding to enter a second team 
in the competitions, while Orana and Sturt 
Lions made their debut in 2020.

WALKING FOOTBALL 


Football SA officially launched its Walking 
Football programs, facilitated to provide 
male and female players the opportunity to 
continue playing or participating in football in 
a fun, sociable, and inclusive environment. 


Walking Football has become very 
popular around the world, aimed at 

over 50s, it enables older participants 

to be physically active in a fun, safe and 
inclusive environment. It has specific rules 
that outlaw running and do not allow 
contact between players. Overhead 
height restrictions and indirect free kicks 
ensure that the sport is played safely with 
consideration to the participant’s age. 


Flexibility is a big attraction for Walking 
Football: it can be played on artificial 
surfaces, grass and on indoor or outdoor 
courts. Walking Football provides health 
benefits to older participants by lowering 
heart rate and blood pressure. It enables 
them to be physically active, sustain and 
improve their balance, and increase mobility. 


Football SA launched Walking Football 
Competitions with Modbury Jets and 

South Adelaide Panthers hosting the 
competitions, which kicked off on Friday 13 
March 2020 and the season completing 15 
June 2020. 


New Walking Football Hubs are being 
identified and launched for 2020/2021. 
Football SA is working with Walking 
Football Adelaide to work together to help 
grow the number of 55+ year old's playing 
the game in South Australia. Southern 
Cross Care will partner with Football SA to 
run Walking Football as part of their Health 
and Wellness programs, these programs 
will commence in 2021. 
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BOYS NATIONAL 
TRAINING CENTRE (NTC) 


The Boys National Training Centre (NTC) 
Squad had a good season. The NTC 
completed the season 9th on the home 
and away ladder at the conclusion of the 
home and away season. 


The NTC program also consisted of 
younger players, competing in the Under 
15s and Under 16s Junior Premier League 
(JPL) Competitions. Both teams completed 
their respective seasons mid-table. 


South Australia has always boasted a strong 
reputation for producing some of the best 
footballers in the country. Many have forged 
successful careers, and some have even 
become synonymous with the Socceroos. 


From the likes of John Kosmina to Alex 
Tobin, to the Vidmar and Aloisi brothers as 
well as Angelo Costanzo and Carl Veart, 
to incumbent Adelaide United stars such 
as Jordan Elsey, Stefan Mauk, and most 
recently Mohamed Toure, the list goes on. 


And that trend of Adelaide and South 
Australia continually punching above its 
weight rings more than true, particularly 
when you consider the state’s population 
relative to those in the eastern states. 


Last season, Football South Australia 

had the second-highest A-League 
representation out of the nine-member 
federations in Australia. The PFA 
A-League 2019/20 Report revealed there 
were a total of 44 players in the A-League 
from South Australia, with 42 of those 
hailing from metropolitan Adelaide and 
two regionally. 


Only Football NSW had more with 90 and 
that is testament to the strength of Football 
South Australia’s pathway programs and 
opportunities to the elite level with the 
Reds in South Australia. 


To provide some context, according 

to the FFA 2019 National Participation 
Report there were 28,597 registered 

male participants playing football in South 
Australia, while Football NSW recorded 
178,392 participants. Meanwhile, Football 
Victoria, had 38 players in the competition 
last campaign from its 60,292 participants. 


“This is remarkable when you consider 
that South Australia has half as many male 
participants as Victoria, while Melbourne 
has three A-League teams as opposed 

to Adelaide's one,” The PFA A-League 
2019/20 Report said. 


Indeed, Adelaide United’s emphasis in 
giving local, young South Australians the 
chance to play professional football for the 
Reds has also certainly contributed to the 
impressive numbers in recent years. Of the 
21 players currently contracted with the 
senior team, a remarkable 18 grew up in 
the City of Churches. 
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Adelaide United Head Coach, Carl Veart, 
believes the high representation from 
South Australia is indicative of the sound 
football pathway. 


The Adelaide United Reserve squad 
completed the 2020 Season top of the 
ladder and being crowned the 2020 
National Premier League Reserves Premiers 
as a team that consisted largely of players 
that had graduated from the NTC program, 
an indication of the depth and quality of 
this program. 


GIRLS NATIONAL 
TRAINING CENTRE (NTC) 


In Football SA’s Women’s National 
Premier League (WNPL) season, the NTC 
performed well despite having a young 
squad. The team finished mid table of 
the WNPL ladder which showed the 
resilience and competitiveness of the 
playing team. Jonti Fisher was selected 
as the Female Rising Star at the Virtual 
Celebration of Football. 


Six NTC squad members were selected 
as full-time train on players for the 2020- 
2021 Adelaide United W-League squad: 
Ella Tonkin, Zoe Tolland, Inana Toovey, 
Anastasia Willoughby, Emilia Murray and 
Camila Madriz. 


Two players from our SA Women’s NPL 
have been given contracts with Adelaide 
United's Westfield W-League squad for 
the remainder of the season. Ella Tonkin, 
who has been part of the Football SA 

NTC program since she was 11 years old 
becomes an Adelaide United player at just 
17. Ella, who is also joint captain of the NTC 
group with Zoe Tolland, has told Football 
SA that her time in the NTC program has 
been invaluable. 


Two SA players were selected as part of 
the 23-player domestic-based squad for 
the first-ever Women’s Talent Identification 
Camp held in November 2020. Chelsie 


Dawber and Charlotte Grant, who are 
both Adelaide United W-League Players 
have been selected by Westfield Matilda's 
Assistant Coach Melissa Andreatta. The 
Women’s Talent Identification Camp 
provides an opportunity for some of 
Australia’s most promising footballers 

to evaluated by the Westfield Matilda’s 
coaching staff as the national team 
program recommences. 


STATE SQUADS 


These programs offer young players the 
chance to represent South Australia and 
showcase a playing style and model for 
football in South Australia for local clubs 
and coaches. 


The State Program provides a consistent 
approach and creates an environment 
that is both challenging and enjoyable for 
young players to improve as footballers 
and people, love what they do and stay in 
the game for as long as possible. 


All the squads have embraced the playing 
style and philosophy, the standard 

of football displayed was excellent 
throughout the year. 


Playing in Football SA competitions 

tested players on different levels every 
week, particularly when facing older and 
physically stronger teams. This proved to 
be challenging at times, but it also created 
learning opportunities and highlighted the 
importance of these programs for young 
players’ development. 


COACH EDUCATION 


Coach education continues to grow, with 
the number of accredited coaches in the 


advanced pathway consistently increasing. 


The education of coaches is crucial for the 
growth of the game. The Football SA / 
FFA courses and workshops provide local 
coaches with the best opportunities to 
equip themselves with the necessary skills 


to progress in their personal journeys. 


This also provides local clubs the capacity 
to select coaches that can positively 
impact on the development of players in 
South Australia. 


Along with delivery of formal course, 

to align with FFA’s belief on learning 

and development, Football SA also 

offer additional non-formal learning 
opportunities to ensure we offer a blended 
learning package for all coaches, at all 
levels of our game. These non-formal 
opportunities included practical coaching 
workshops, webinars and monthly 
coaching publications. 


In 2020 the C Licence course completed 
48 coaches attending with 22 coaches 
attending the B Licence Coaching Course. 


2020 State Coaching Conference 


Football SA regrettably made the decision 
to cancel the State Coaching Conference 
for 2020 due to the temporary suspension 
of all community sport due to the 
COVID-19 pandemic. 


To provide the opportunity for coaches to 
still participate in a coaching conference, 
Football SA partnered with Football NSW 
to promote the online 2020 Australian 
Coaching Conference which was 
conducted on Saturday 28 November. 
The virtual conference featured more than 
15 presentations and sessions from some 
of the country’s foremost experts, as well 
as several special keynote appearances 
from a number of preeminent 
international speakers. 
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We all know it has been a very different year 
and this was captured with the Celebration 
of Football being presented ina virtual 
format. It has been a fantastic achievement 
to be able to complete a season of football 
and this is a testament to the efforts of 
everyone involved in the sport. 


The Virtual Celebration of Football was 
proudly presented by RAA Travel and 
expertly hosted by sports MC, Jarrod Walsh 
and Channel 9’s Tom Rehn, and shared via 
Football South Australia’s Facebook and 
YouTube Channels. 


The Hon Corey Wingard MP, Minister of 
Recreation, Sport and Racing opened 
the night by acknowledging how 
challenging the season had been due to 
COVID-19 Pandemic and commended 
the South Australian Football Family for 
their collective efforts in ensuring that the 
season could be played and completed. 
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Football SA President Sam Ciccarello 
reiterated Minister Wingard’s sentiments: 


“INSOFAR AS THE SPORTING 
SECTOR, I CAN SAY WITH 
CONFIDENCE THAT THE

Notes to the financial statements for the year ended 31 December 2020 


NOTE1 SU 


MARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES 


Basis of Preparation 


The financial statements are special purpose financial statements prepared in order 


to satisfy the financial reporting requirements of the South Australian Associations 


Incorporation Act 1985. The directors have determined that the association is nota 


reporting entity. 


The financial statements, except for the cash flow information, have been prepared on 

an accruals basis and are based on historical costs, modified, where applicable, by the 
measurement at fair value of selected non-current assets, financial assets and financial 
iabilities. The amounts presented in the financial statements have been rounded to the 
nearest dollar. The following significant accounting policies, which are consistent with the 
previous period unless stated otherwise, have been adopted in the preparation of these 


inancial statements. 


Accounting Policies 


(a) Income Tax 


The Association is not subject to income tax and therefore no income tax expense 


or income tax payable is shown in the financial statements. 


(b) Property, Plant and Equipment 


(c) 


Plant and equipment are measured on the cost basis and are therefore carried at 
cost less accumulated depreciation and any accumulated impairment losses. In 
the event the carrying amount of plant and equipment is greater than its estimated 
recoverable amount, the carrying amount is written down immediately to its 
estimated recoverable amount and impairment losses recognised in surplus or 
deficit. A formal assessment of recoverable amount is made when impairment 


indicators are present (refer to Note 1(f) for details of impairment). 


Depreciation 

The depreciable amount of all fixed assets, including buildings and capitalised 
lease assets, is depreciated on a diminishing value basis over the asset's useful 
life commencing from the time the asset is held ready for use. Leasehold 
improvements are depreciated over the shorter of either the unexpired period of 


the lease or the estimated useful lives of the improvements. 


The depreciation rates used for each class of depreciable asset are: 


Leasehold Improvements 5.0% 
Motor Vehicles 17.5% 
Plant & Equipment 7.5% to 50% 


The assets’ residual values and useful lives are reviewed and adjusted, if 


appropriate, at the end of each reporting period. 


Gains and losses on disposals are determined by comparing net proceeds with the 
carrying amount. These gains and losses are recognised in surplus or deficit in the 


period in which they occur. 


Right of Use Assets 

A right-of-use asset is recognised at the commencement date of a lease. The 
right-of-use asset is measured at cost, which comprises the initial amount of the 
lease liability, adjusted for, as applicable, any lease payments made at or before the 
commencement date net of any lease incentives received, any initial direct costs 
incurred, and an estimate of costs expected to be incurred for dismantling and 


removing the underlying asset, and restoring the site or asset. 


Right-of-use assets are depreciated on a straight-line basis over the unexpired period 
of the lease or the estimated useful life of the asset, whichever is the shorter. Where 
the Association expects to obtain ownership of the leased asset at the end of the 
lease term, the depreciation is over its estimated useful life. Right-of use assets are 


subject to impairment or adjusted for any re-measurement of lease liabilities. 


FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


The Association has elected not to recognise a right-of-use asset and 
corresponding lease liability for short-term leases with terms of 12 months or less 
and leases of low-value assets. Lease payments on these assets are expensed to 
the statement of surplus or deficit and other comprehensive income as incurred. 
The Association has also elected not to recognise a right-of-use asset at fair value its 


peppercorn leases.

A lease liability is recognised at the commencement date of a lease. The lease 
liability is initially recognised at the present value of the lease payments to be made 
over the term of the lease, discounted using the interest rate implicit in the lease or, 
if that rate cannot be readily determined, the Association's incremental borrowing 
rate. Lease payments comprise of fixed payments less any lease incentives 
receivable, variable lease payments that depend on an index or a rate, amounts 
expected to be paid under residual value guarantees, exercise price of a purchase 
option when the exercise of the option is reasonably certain to occur, and any 
anticipated termination penalties. The variable lease payments that do not depend 


onan index or a rate are expensed in the period in which they are incurred. 


Lease liabilities are measured at amortised cost using the effective interest method. 
The carrying amounts are re-measured if there is a change in the following: future 
lease payments arising from a change in an index or a rate used; residual guarantee; 
lease term; certainty of a purchase option and termination penalties. When a lease 
liability is re-measured, an adjustment is made to the corresponding right-of use 
asset, or to surplus or deficit if the carrying amount of the right-of-use asset is fully 


written down. 


Financial Assets at Amortised Cost 

Financial assets at amortised cost are initially measured at fair value. Transaction 
costs are included as part of the initial measurement. Financial assets at amortised 
cost are classified as such based on the Association’s business model in which the 


assets are held to collect solely payments of principal and interest. 


Financial assets at amortised cost are derecognised when the rights to receive cash 
flows have expired or have been transferred and the Association has transferred 
substantially all the risks and rewards of ownership. When there is no reasonable 


expectation of recovering part or all of the financial asset, its carrying value is written off. 


Impairment of Assets 
At the end of each reporting period, the association assesses whether there is any 
indication that an asset may be impaired. If such an indication exists, an impairment 


test is carried out on the asset by comparing the recoverable amount of the 


asset, being the higher of the asset's fair value less costs to sell and value in use, 
to the asset's carrying amount. Any excess of the asset's carrying amount over its 


recoverable amount is recognised immediately in surplus or deficit. 


Where it is not possible to estimate the recoverable amount of an individual asset, 
the association estimates the recoverable amount of the cash-generating unit to 


which the asset belongs. 


Where the future economic benefits of the asset are not primarily dependent 
upon the asset's ability to generate net cash inflows and when the entity would, if 
deprived of the asset, replace its remaining future economic benefits, value in use is 


determined as the depreciated replacement cost of an asset. 


(g) Employee Benefits 


Short-term employee benefits 

Provision is made for the association's obligation for short-term employee benefits. 
Short-term employee benefits are benefits (other than termination benefits) that 
are expected to be settled wholly before 12 months after the end of the annual 
reporting period in which the employees render the related service, including 
wages, salaries and sick leave. Short-term employee benefits are measured at the 


amounts expected to be paid when the obligation is settled.

Other long-term employee benefits 

Provision is made for employees’ annual leave entitlements not expected to be 
settled wholly within 12 months after the end of the annual reporting period in 
which the employees render the related service. Other long-term employee 
benefits are measured at the present value of the expected future payments to be 
made to employees. Expected future payments incorporate anticipated future 
wage and salary levels, durations of service and employee departures, and are 
discounted at rates determined by reference to market yields at the end of the 
reporting period on corporate bonds that have maturity dates that approximate the 
terms of the obligations. Any remeasurements of obligations for other long-term 
employee benefits for changes in assumptions are recognised in surplus or deficit 


in the periods in which the changes occur. 


The association's obligations for long-term employee benefits are presented as 
non-current provisions in its statement of financial position, except where the 
association does not have an unconditional right to defer settlement for at least 12 
months after the reporting date, in which case the obligations are presented as 


current provisions. 


Cash and Cash Equivalents 
Cash and cash equivalents include cash on hand, deposits held at-call with banks, 
other short-term highly liquid investments with original maturities of three months 


or less, and bank overdrafts. 


Accounts Receivable and Other Debtors 

Accounts receivable and other debtors include amounts due from members as 
well as amounts receivable from customers for goods sold in the ordinary course of 
business. Receivables expected to be collected within 12 months of the end of the 
reporting period are classified as current assets. All other receivables are classified 


as non-current assets. 


Accounts receivable are initially recognised at fair value and subsequently 
measured at amortised cost using the effective interest method, less an allowance 


for expected credit losses. 


Revenue Recognition 

Facility Funding 

Facility development funds are recognised in surplus or deficit in the period in 
which the associated costs are incurred. Funds received in advance are recognised 


as a liability until costs are incurred and revenue is recognised. 


Grant Revenue 
Grant revenue is recognised in surplus or deficit in the period in which associated 


costs are incurred. 


Donations 


Donations and bequests are recognised as revenue when received. 


Interest Income 
Interest income is recognised using the effective interest method, which for floating 


rate financial assets is the rate inherent in the instrument. 


Services Revenue 
Revenue from rendering services is recognised over time as the services are 


rendered and the performance obligation is satisfied. 


Inventories on Hand

Goods and Services Tax (GST) 
Revenues, expenses and assets are recognised net of the amount of GST, except 
where the amount of GST incurred is not recoverable from the Australian Taxation 


Office (ATO). 


Receivables and payables are stated inclusive of the amount of GST receivable 
or payable. The net amount of GST recoverable from, or payable to, the ATO is 


included with other receivables or payables in the statement of financial position. 


Cash flows are presented on a gross basis. The GST components of cash flows 


arising from investing or financing activities which are recoverable from, or payable 
to, the ATO are presented as operating cash flows included in receipts from 


customers or payments to suppliers. 


(m) Accounts Payable and Other Payables 


Accounts payable and other payables represent the liabilities outstanding at the end 
of the reporting period for goods and services received by the association during 
the reporting period that remain unpaid. The balance is recognised as a current 


liability with the amounts normally paid within 30 days of recognition of the liability. 


(n) Provisions 


Provisions are recognised when the association has a legal or constructive 
obligation, as a result of past events, for which it is probable that an outflow of 
economic benefits will result and that outflow can be reliably measured. Provisions 
recognised represent the best estimate of the amounts required to settle the 


obligation at the end of the reporting period. 


(0) Critical Accounting Estimates & Judgements 


The Association evaluates estimates and judgments incorporated into the 

financial statements based on historical knowledge and best available current 
information. Estimates assume a reasonable expectation of future events and are 
based on current trends and industry data, obtained both externally and within 
the Association. Information about estimates and assumptions that have the most 
significant effect on recognition and measurement of assets, liabilities, income and 


expenses are provided below. 


Useful lives of depreciable assets 
Management reviews its estimate of the useful lives of depreciable assets at 
each reporting date based on the expected utility of assets. Uncertainties in the 


estimates relate to obsolescence that may change the utility of certain assets. 


COVID-19 
The impact of the COVID-19 outbreak had a significant impact on the Association 
during the year. In response, the Association sought to mitigate the financial impact 
on the organisation and the football community more broadly.
